Good correctional institution libraries are conspicuous by their 
absence. Even the casual observer on a tour of a correctional institu- 

tion is impressed by the tremendous need for reading opportunities with- 

in the correctional institution setting. Individuals confined in correc- 
tional institutions have more time on their hands than they have ever had 
or will ever have again which might be used to good advantage were a good 
library a part of the prison community. 






Almost every correctional institution has within its walls a pldce 
that is referred to as the institution library. In all too many cases 
it might appropriately be referred to as a repository for books that for 
years have rested in attics or books that have been culled by well mean- 
ing friends of the institution who have little knowledge of or who have 
given little thought to the interest or reading problems of the inmates 
of correctional institutions. The picture is slowly changing for the 
better through donations from libraries, small appropriations here and 
there for the purchase of books and profits from commissaries within the 
institution. 













It is a rare exception when one finds a correctional institution 
where serious thought was given to the establishment of a library at the 
time the institution was planned. The locations are usually inaccessible 
to the inmate population. The libraries are unattractive and in no way 
lend themselves to the purposes for which a correctional institution 
library should be established and maintained. Instead of the institu- 
tion library being relegated to some out-of-the way corner in the institu- 
tion, it should be centrally located and accessible for daily use by the 
inmate population and the staff as well. 














Far more important than physical facilities and lack of funds for 
the purchase of books is the need for a librarian adequately trained in 
library science. It has been demonstrated in a few instances in this 
country that, with a librarian trained in library science, many of the 
apparent obstacles can be removed, a desirable location for the library 
will be found, administrative procedures will be modified so that the 
library books are accessible and a promotional program will be developed 
in order that the potential users of the library will be drawn to it. 






Within the last decade, considerable progress has been made in im- 
proving library facilities in the New York State correctional institu- 
tions. What progress has been made has been without the services of 
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trained librarians. Only three institutions have positions for librar- 
jans. The salaries are so low in these positions that the Department 

has never been able to employ qualified persons to fill the positions. 
The most significant progress that has been made has been during the 

last three years, since the State Library has taken an active interest 
in the library problems of the Department of Correction. As the rehabil- 
itation program improves, the wisdom of providing adequate library facil- 
ities will continue to be impressed upon the authorities. It is no 
longer a question of the value of a good library in a correctional in- 
stitution. It is only a question of how long will it take to bring about 
such facilities. 


In preparing this article it was decided to give a number of inmates 
from the various correctional institutions an opportunity to express them- 
selves about the place of a library in the correctional setting. The quo- 
tations that follow, taken from a wide variety of communications from in- 
mates, tell the story well. In fact, I know of no civilian who could make 
a better case for a correctional institution library than has been done 
by the inmates quoted in this article. These quotations are taken from 
communications from inmates varying in ability from mentally defective io. 
near-genius, from near-illiterate to graduate student and from all kinds 
of racial backgrounds: 


"Through books, I have found a broader view of life, a deeper sense 
of obligation to my family and a more tolerant attitude toward my fellow 
man," 


"Books have created in me an urge to study, further preparing myself 
for a new life that lies ahead." 


"Bvery evening I am confronted with time, IDLE TIME, I dread the 
long hours in the cell, but library books make my lot easier and help 
this time to pass. Without something to read I would become ‘stir 
crazy. '" 7 


"By reading, I have been better aided to understand myself in re- 
lationship to others. A better feeling for people in general has been 
developed within me which, I think, will be of inestimable value to me 
in the future." 


"Three men sat around a highly polished oaken table. The first, a 
murderer by verdict of his peers in open court, poured slowly over a copy 
of Plato's Republic. Philosophy and a life sentence are excellent com 
panions." 


"The second, a convicted abortionist, held Augustine's City of God 
in his hands. The third, guilty of repeated forgeries, lightly perused 
@ popular magazine." 


"This might be a reading room in your neighborhood library —- unless 
you noticed the bars on the windows. These men could be respectable 
strangers, passing a drowsy summer afternoon in reading ——- were it not 
for the numbers on their shirts. For this is a prison library and the 
men are convicts." 
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"The plece of a library in such a correctional institution setting 
is an unique one. like the library in the world beyond prison walls, it 
affords a means of leisure and relaxation for worried minds. It offers 
knowledge, too, for those so inclined." 


"Unlike its counterpart in the free world, the correctional institu- 
tion library is part of a larger process, summed up in the key word 're- 
habilitation'." 


"The prison library, despite its shortcomings, scope, quality and 
quantity, has afforded many of us an excellent means of self-improvement 
educationally and morally in preparing ourselves for fulfiling the re- 
sponsibilities of freedom and parole. Next to eating, talking and sleep- 
ing, books play the most important part in the penal existence of in- 
nates." 


"Reading haskept me occupied and has somewhat broken up the unavoid- 
able, monotonous routine of daily institutional life. We inmates have, 
of necessity, been deprived of many pleasures that are taken for granted 
under ordinary circumstances but reading is a diversion that can take 
the place of these pleasures if given the chance." 


It appears that many inmates are concerned with the better organiza- 
tion of the library, need of improved services, encouragement in using 
library, reading courses, guidance in reading, better selection of books, 
coordinating the library to the rehabilitative program and other phases 
of library work that.can best be done by trained librarians. These are 
some expressions of the need for trained personnel. 


"One of the greatest disadvantages of this library is the fact that 
the population does not have direct access to the books. When a man 
enters the prison he is given two library cards and asked to list his 
reading preferences under such headings as 'fiction,' "biographies, ' 
"historical' and "philosophy'. After indicating a preference, the fu- 
ture selection of books is out of his hands. Inmate librarians select 
whatever is available on the shelves and the book is sent to the inmate's 
cell." 


"Biographies can be inspirational reading and awaken a desire to 
emulate others who have made a place for themselves in a difficult and 
perhaps an unfriendly world. But to be sent a copy of ‘Charley Goodnight, 
Cowboy King' is quite disappointing to one interested in Pasteur, the 
Mayo Brothers, or Woodrow Wilson." 


"The average prisoner has never entered a library in his life. To 
make the library a living force in prison life, it is necessary to rec- 
ognize that fact. When this is done, one sees the need for interest- 
drawing exhibits. Then, the neophyte in the cultural world will be 
drawn towards the library and gradually led to use the resources that 
it offers." 


"The tastes of the prisoner are not to be lowered, or kept on low 
levels. To raise the prisoner, trained help is needed and wisdom, if he 
is to fulfil his duties of citizenship upon release." 
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"Unfortunately, there is a scarcity of such specialists in correc- 
tional institutions; and the supervisor of education, already overbur- 
dened with his own pressing and vital assignments, must attempt to in- 
clude library administration and management within the scope of his 
duties." 


"I have found that the accessibility of the institutional library 
is, without a doubt, the greatest privilege the inmate enjoys. Good 
books are good friends and as such should be cultivated."

Dannemora State Hospital has an additional 
library room with 15 units of steel shelving. -- Clinton Prison, Danne- 
mora, reports a new binding and book repair service and complete equip- 
ment. -—— Elmira Reformatory has increased its inmate staff to 10 and a 
guard assists the librarian. Increased circulation and improved service 
to all parts of the institution have resulted. --— The large library room 
at Green Haven Prison, Stormville, has undergone a complete transfor- 
mation. Packing cases have been replaced by oak shelving, the walls 
have been painted and, best of all, $500 has been allocated to purchase 
books. -— Frederick J. Imhoff is the new librarian at Wallkill Prison. 
He reports new equipment in the form of a small table converted into a 
rack for daily newspapers, and a large, double-faced magazine rack. The 
library has also a new office which serves as a textbook library and a 
magazine exchange. Regular library hours have been extended from 12:40 
to 8:00 p.m. on all week days. An experiment in having the library open 
on Sunday evenings from 6 to 8 is now in progress. 


Health Institutions. Mount Morris Tuberculosis Hospital reports approxi- 
mately 1,000 new gift books for the patients' library. -- Onondaga Sana- 
torium, Syracuse, continues to receive many books and magazines donated 
by the Women's Auxiliary and other Service organizations. A mimeographed 
list of all books in the library is in process of being compiled. -- The 
occupational therapist who carrieson the library work in Ray Brook State 
Hospital spent 25 days in reorganizing the library collection in addition 
to the regular library hours and service to bed patients. -- New York 
State Rehabilitation Hospital, West Haverstraw, reports a full program 

of library service and activities from children's story hours to assist- 
ing with research projects. Materials used include audio and visual aids. 
A year ago this library was completely reorganized. 


Mental Hygiene Institutions. Voluntary organizations provided Brooklyn 
State Hospital with a 15-drawer catalog file, an unabridged dictionary 
and stand, book ends for the entire library, an electric stylus and a 
subscription ta the Hospital Book Guide. -—— At the Buffalo State Hospital 
additional story hours were inaugurated to include the new Medical and 
Surgical Building which was opened in October 1952. Pocket-size books, 
recently added to the library collection, are proving to be very success- 
ful. -- Central Islip State Hospital reports that they have enlarged the 
library quarters and established a branch library in the new Rehabili- 
tation Center with books selected for patients under special treatment. 

-- The librarian at Creedmoor State Hospital, Queens Village, has been 
assisted by 16 patients, assigned to work in the library during the year, 
and one Grey Iedy volunteer. The National Council of Jewish Women con- 
tributed a collection of foreign-language newspapers and books. Records 
show that over 400 patients who have used the library were placed on con- 
valescent status or were discharged from the hospital within the past ten 
months. -- Fluorescent light fixtures and newly painted walls have greatly 
improved the appearance and comfort of the library at Harlem Valley State 
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Hospital, Wingdale. Increasing library activity and corresponding in- 
crease in patient help is reported. -- Kings Park State Hospital has re- 
quested $2000 to purchase books. -- Manhattan State Hospital has in- 
stalled a new medical library in a section of Reception Service. One 
thousand dollars worth of new medical books has been purchased. A new 
book cart has been bought for the patients' library service. -—- Marcy 
State Hospital has found that giving a patient assistant the responsi- 
bility for a section of the library increases interest and efficiency. -- 
Middletown State Homeopathic Hospital received a most welcome gift of 
biography and travel books from the Thrall Library. The librarian was 
particularly pleased to have the withdrawn catalog cards for these books 
and to have had a part in "pulling" them. -- Pilgrim State Hospital has 
started a much appreciated library in the Edgewood Division (tuberculosis). 
This includes ward service. -—- Pupils in a city high school gave the li- 
brary at Rochester State Hospital a new unabridged dictionary. A rummage 
sale conducted by the Hospital Voluntary Library Group brought $200 to 

be used for current books. -- Mrs. Richard Marceau is acting librarian 

at Rockland State Hospital, Orangeburg, temporarily replacing Mrs. Harriet 
Burns, who resigned in June. New fibreglass curtains with bright yellow 
background complete the color harmony in the attractive library rooms. 
Note: "Although we have a good supply of recent novels, nonfiction books 
continue to be in surprisingly heavy demand. The circulation of serious 
books is greatest in the buildings housing the most disturbed patients". 
-- Utica State Hospital has assigned an occupational therapy aide to the 
library two afternoons a week. Utica Public Library continues to provide 
library service (books and personnel) on one afternoon each week. -- 
Willard State Hospital received a gift of $15 for magazine subscriptions 
of general interest. -- Willowbrook State School, Staten Island has moved 
its patients' library to the Education Building where it is under the 
supervision of a teacher. New tables and chairs were purchased. Daily 
library periods are held for children in school and periods in the evening 
are held for those beyond school age. -- Newark State School reports that 
the housekeeper from the school building took collections of ten books to 
the girls' cottages, exchanging them every few weeks. Doris B. Dixon is 
the librarian in charge of the newly established medical library. 


State Training Schools. Hudson, New York State Training School for Girls, 
anticipates a new lighting system for the library this year. -- A file to 
show the reading of each boy, several new book racks, increased interest 
in books is reported by the Annex of the State Training School for Boys, 
New Hampton. -—- At Industry, the librarian for the State Agricultural and 
Industrial School has scheduled one cottage of boys not assigned to the 
academic school program to visit the library for a 45-minute period each 
week, New equipment includes: slide films, a bulletin board, a picture 
and a flag with standard. An additional $300 was allocated to the book 
fund this year.

State Library Sections to Be Remodeled: Governor Thomas E, Dewey has 
recommended a capital budget item of $365,000 as part of a renovation 
program for the New York State Library. This sum will provide for com- 
plete remodeling of the Medical and Law sections of the State library. 
New lighting, improved heating and ventilation, and 30,000 feet of 
additional shelving will be provided. The shelving will rise to three 
levels, in the rear half of each room. Elevators will be installed to 
serve the new shelving and the present three-deck stacks adjacent to 
each room. The new shelving will relieve the present serious overcrowd- 
ing and remove an overflow of books from tables and floors. According 
to Dr. Gosnell, it is hoped to accommodate growth of the collections for 
the next 20 years. 

This recommendation covers the first two units of an extensive plan 
for complete rehabilitation of the State Library prepared by Francis 
Keally and Howard S. Patterson, architects. Installation of additional 
shelving, with renovation of the rooms, is projected for the Legislative 
end Periodical sections. A plan of complete reorganization of the floor 
layout, installation of balconies and a new stack delivery system is pro- 
jected for the Main Reading Room. The card catalog will be moved to the 
Rotunda, at the entrance to the Main Reading Room, and the present public 
catalog room will be converted to a rare book room. Final step in the 
proposed plan is construction of a stack annex with some 100,000 feet 
of shelving. This annex would be on the site of a former heating plant 
and connected to the main delivery desk by a pneumatic tube systen. 

The budget also carries an item of $110,000 to cover the cost of 
operating the Regional Library Service Center at Watertown for the 
1953-54 fiscal year. 


Amendment to State-Aid-to-Libraries Law Introduced: A bill which would 
amend the 1950 law providing for state aid to county libraries has been 
introduced into the State Senate by Senator John H. Cooke of Erie County 
and into the Assembly by Assemblyman Malcolm Wilson of Yonkers. Intro- 
ductory numbers will be Senate #644 and Assembly #730. This bill, which 
has been sponsored by the Library Trustees Foundation and the New York 
Library Association, would provide for the payment of state-aid during 
the first year that a new county or multi-county system is organized for 
whatever fraction of the year the system is approved. Full state aid 
would be paid during the second year of operation. The bill also pro- 
vides for an additional $10,000 establishment grant for each library in 
a multi-county system and changes the annual grant for systems with only 
provisional approval from $2500 to $5000. 


Rare Books Librarian Retires: Clara M. de Villa-Sainz, who has recently 
devoted full time to the State Library's rare book collection, has an- 
nounced her retirement at the end of February. Mrs. de Villa-Sainz has 
been a cataloger at Princeton University Library, Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute, Ypsilanti College for Teachers and the Detroit Public library 
as well as being head cataloger at the State Library from 1927-1949. In 
1940 she collaborated on the preparation of the ALA catalog rules and in 
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1942 she was a member of the faculty of the special summer school in 
Bogota, Colombia. Mrs. de Villa-Sainz will leave early in March for a 
tour of Mexico, Guatemala and Nicaragua. ; 


Welcome NYLA Bulletin: We salute the newly expanded NYLA Bulletin, 
commend its contents and extend congratulations to its editor, Karl 
Brown. It should keep us posted on New York Library Association activ- 
ities of vital concern to the library-minded. It will appear bimonthly 
and is an added reason for membership in NYLA. 


Committee to Study College Library Needs: A Regents Committee to study 
the "Need for a Program of Integration of College and University Library 
Resources of New York State" has met twice in Albany to discuss the ob- 
jectives and scope of such a study. The members of the Committee are: 
Barnabas Abele, Librarian - Siena College; Ralph Beals, Director, New 
York Public Library; Felix E. Hirsch, Librarian - Bard College; Stephen 
A. McCarthy, Director - Cornell University Library; Charles Penrose, Li- 
brarian - Clarkson College of Technology Library, Potsdam; Eileen Thorn- 
ton, Librarian - Vassar College; Helmer L. Webb, Librarian - Union 
College; Carl M. White, Director Libraries - Columbia University; John 
R. Russell, Librarian - University of Rochester. Representatives of the 
Education Department and the State University will cooperate with the 
Committee in the study. 


Adult Education Questionnaires Circulated: Helen H. Iyman, Director of 
the ALA's Survey of Adult Education in Public Libraries and State Library 
Extension Agencies of the United States, urges all librarians who re- 
ceive copies of the questionnaire to fill them out and return them prompt- 
ly. It is extremely important, if this study is to be of value, that all 
libraries reply, regardless of whether the library is able to do a great 
deal or only a very little in the way of adult education work. 


Next NYLA Conference in Albany: The 60th annual conference of NYLA will 
be held at the Ten Eyck Hotel in Albany from October 22-24. Carl H. 
Melinat, associate professor, School of Library Science, Syracuse Univer- 
sity, has succeeded president elect Mrs. Mildred Mathews, who has re- 
signed. 


Report from ALA Midwinter: At Chicago, Feb. 2-6, librarians were talk- 
ing about the Library Services Bill, which authorizes an appropriation 
of $7,500,000 a year for a five-year extension program, funds to be 
allotted to the States on a matching basis. - The American Heritage 
Program is taking hold throughout the country and may be extended for 
another year. - A new film, "The Librarian", prepared by NBC Television, 
shows a community aroused by controversial material on the public li- 
brary's shelves. - The Public Libraries Division announced the follow- 
ing choice of "Notable Books of 1952", recommended as meeting the tests 
of good writing, sincerity and general interest: Agar, A declaration of 
faith; Allen, The big change; Behrman, Duveen; Berenson, Rumor and Re- 
flection, 1941-1944; Bible, The Holy Bible, Revised Standard Version;

The Bookmark Observes 55th Birthday: An outgrowth of the New York State 
Library's first annotated list of 250 books, "Best Books of 1897", pub- 
lished in 1898, The Bookmark, is now 55 years old. Originally an annual 
list, it became a quarterly in 1926 when the decision was made to send 
information on books to the libraries of the State at more frequent inter- 
vals. At that time, its title was changed to The Bookmark and it was 
printed as part of New York Libraries. In January 1940 it was issued 
separately and was published five times a year. Since October 1949 it 

has appeared as a multilithed monthly, except during August and September.
